received by Hcmpslead county officials 
from Attorney General Jack Holt and 
J. Oscar Humphrey, auditor of state. 


This infoi'maiion, released by Frank 


Ward, deputy in the county sheriff's 
office, is as follows: 


"Act 82 of the Acts of Arkansas, 1939, 


changes the old law and provides that 
a person may now pay his poll tax up 
to midnight of the first day of October 
of this year (1939). 


"Please bear in mind that it is ab- 


solutely necessary for everyone who 
wishes to vote in the primary next 
year (1940) to have a poll tax issued 
prior lo midnight of the first day of 
October, 1939.

"Fair God" of Aztecs 
May Have Been Viking 
QNE of the chief deities of the 


pre-Columbian Aztecs of Mex- 


ico was the fair-haired. Quetzel, 
a kindly, human god, who came 
out of the east, bringing a higher 
culture lo the New World. 


The Aztecs held him in high 


reverence, practiced the arts he 
taught, and awaited his second 
coming. 
Their belief, 
that the 


Spanish invaders were ambassa- 
dors of Quetzel mode Cortes' con- 
quest easier. 


Modern archaeologists, tracing 


the spread of Nor.se civilization 
over North America, believe this 
Quetzel to have been an adven- 
turous Viking, who sailed far 
south, landed on the Mexican 
coast. Supporting this contention 
is considerable evidence of. the in- 
fluence of the Northmen in Cen- 
tral America. 


A bas relief sculpture, discov- 


ered on the wall of a temple in 
Palenque, Mexico, shows Quetzel 
as possessing Caucasian charac- 
teristics. Two Great Danes, sculp- 
tured with him, also indicate pres- 
ence of Norsemen. 


Human sacrifice, practiced by 


the Aztecs, has a counterpart in 
the Norse religion. The number 
nine, which, was significant among 
early Scandinavians is also found 
frequently in Aztec customs. 


Aztec traditions, ornamentation, 


art.and architecture, these arche- 
ologists contend, all show definite 
Nordic influence.

ed in a freight car—with spare room 
for four horses. 


These reserve officers, in turn, have 


demonstrated themselves able to train 
and command civilian soldiers. 
They 


have worked with the C. M. T. C. and 
with the C. C. C. 


Potential Soldiers 


As to the potential trained manpower, 


it lies largely in two directions. Since 
the Citizens Military Training Corps 
was organized. 350.000 men have re- 
ceived varying amounts of training. 


An even greater potential supply 


i;: in Ihe 2.300.000 men who have spent 
time 
in 
the 
Civilian Conservation 


Corps. 
Recently there has been a lot 


of agitation to have C. C. C. men re- 
ceive military training—for instance. 
to le;>rn foot drill and gun drill. 


We watched C. M. T. C. younghsters 


at drill this summer. 
They learned 


the essentials of foot drill in four 
days, two hours a day. Teaching them 
to shoot would take longer—but not 
so terribly much longer. 


Experienced soldiers insist that there 


is'one tiling new soldiers lack. They 
don't know how to take up outdoor 
camp life after years in the comfort 
ni their homes. They get that know- 
ledge in C. C. C. camps. They learn 
group living, how to give and take 
order;, how to get along without pet 
toods. It would surprise their mothers 
how fast they could be made into fight- 
ing men.
